And 'tis in all Reſpects as advanta- 
gious and ſecure for the Liberty of 
the Nation, which we come hither to 
redeem, to allow this Power and No- 
tion to his Highneſſes Officers, or 
Council, nay his very Chaplains, as 
to his other Creatures and Partiſans 
in his other Houſe. 
Now having conſidered (Sir) their 
Author, Power, and Conſtitution, 
give me Leave to make ſome few Ob- 
| lervations, though but in general, of 
the Perſons themſelves that are de- 
figned to be our Lords and Maſters, 
| and let us ſee what either the extraor- 
| dinary 
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dinary Quality or Qualifications are 


of theſe egregious Legiſlators, which, |

But univerſal Choice and Elect ion of 
Fools and Knaves for Government, 


was never yet made by any who were 
not themſelves like thoſe they choſe. 


But methinks (Mr. Speaker) I ſee 
ready to riſe after me, ſome Gentle- 


man that ſhall tell you the great Ser- 
vices that their new Lordſhips have 
done the Commonwealth ; that ſhall 


extol their Valour, their Godlineſs, 


their Fidelity to the Caule ; The 
Scripture too (no doubt) as *tis to all 
Purpoſes, ſhall be brought in to argue 
for them ; and we ſhall hear of the 
Wiſdom of the poor Man that ſaved 
the City, of the not many wiſe, not 
many mighty; Attributes I can no 
way deny to be due to their Lord- 
ſhips. Mr. Speaker, I ſhall be as 
forward as any Man to declare their 
Services, and acknowledge them ; 
though I might tell you, that the 


lame Honour 1s not purchaſed by the 
Blood 
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Blood of an Enemy, and of a Citi“ 
zen; that for Victories in civil Wars» 
tillour Armies march throughthe City, 
I have not read that the Conquerors 
have been ſo void of Shame as to tri- 
umph. Cæſar, not much more in- 
dulgent to his Country, than our late 
Protector, did not ſo much as write 


publick Letters of his Victory at Phar- 


ſalia, much leſs had Days of Thankſ- 
giving to his Gods, and anniverſary 
Feaſts for having been a proſperous 
Rebel, and given Juſtice and his 
Country the worſt. 

But Sir, I leave this Argument, 
and to be as good as my Word, come 
to put you in Mind of ſome of their 
Services, and the Obligation you owe 
them for the ſame. To ) ſpeak nothing 
Sir, of one of my Lords Commil- 
ſioners Valour at Briſtol, nor of ano- 
ther noble Lord's brave Adventure at 


the Bear-Garden ; I muſt tell you 


Sir, that moſt of them have had the 
Courage to do Things, which (I may 
Donny: lay) few other Chriſtians durit

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have ſo adventured their Souls to have 
attempted : They have not only ſub- 


dued their Enemies, but their Ma- 


ſters, thatraiſed and maintained them; 
they have not only conquered Felt. 
land and Ireland, but rebellious Eu- 
gland too; and there ſuppreſt a ma- 
7 lignant Party of Magiſtrates and Laws. 

And that nothing ſhould be wanting 
to make them indeed compleat Con- 
querors, (without the Help of Philo 
ſophy) they have even conquered 
themſelves, All Shame they have 
fubdued, as perfectly as all Juſtice; 


the Oathes they have taken, they | 


have as caſi ly digeited, as their old 
General could himſelf ; publick Co- 
venants and Engagements, they have 
trampled under Foot: In Concluſion, 
ſo intire a Victory they have over 
themſelves, that their Conſciences are 
as much their Servants, as (Mr. Spea- 
ker) we are. But, Sir, give me Leave 
to conclude with that which is more 
admirable than all this, and ſhews the

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and us: After having many Times 
trampled on the Authority of the 
Houſe of Commons, and no leſs than 
five Times diffolv'd them, They hope 
for thoſe good Services to the Houſe 
of Commons, by the Houſe of Com- 
mons to be made a Houſe of Lords.

herd it with Swine, now 'tis high 
Time to think of a Return; Let us 


without more ado, without this mot- 


ley Mixture, even take our Rulers as 
at the firſt, ſo that we can be but rea- 


ſonably ſecured to avoid our Coumſel- 


lors as at the Beginning. 

Give me Leave Sir, to releaſe your 
Patience with a ſhort Story, Livy 
tells us, There was a State in /zaly, 
an Ariſtocracy, where the Nobility 
ſtretch'd their Prerogative too high, 
and preſumed a little too much up- 
on the People's Liberty and Patience; 
whereupon the Diſcontents were ſo 
general and ſo great, that they appa- 
rently tended to a Diflolution of Go- 
vernment, and the turning of all 
Things into Anarchy and Confuſion. 


At the ſame Time, beſides theſe Di- 


ſtempers at n there was a potent 
| Enemy 


Enemy ready to fall upon them from 


abroad, that had been an over-match 
for them at their beſt Union, but now 


in theſe Diſorders, was like to find 
them very ready and very eaſy Prey: 
A wiſe Man Sir, in the City, that 
did not at all approve of the Inſolency 


of the Nobility, and as little liked 


popular Tumults, bethought himſelf 
of this Stratagem, to couzen his 
Country into Safety. Upon 4 Pre- 
tence of Counſel, he procured the 
Nobility to meet all together ; which 
when they had done, he found a Way 
to lock all the Doors upon them; goes 


away himſelf, and takes the Keys 


with him: Then immediately he 
ſummons the People; tells them, that 
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by a Contrivance of his, he had taken 


all the Nobility in a Trap; That now 
was the Time for them to be revenged 

n them for all their Inſolencies; 
That therefore they ſhould immedi- 
ately go along with him and diſpatch 


them. Sir, the Officers of our Ar- 
my after a Faſt, could not be more 


ready 
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ready for the Villany, than this Peo- 


ple were; And accordingly they 


made as much haſte to the Slaughter 
as their Lord Protector could deſire 
them. But Sir, this wiſe Man I 


told you of, was their Lord Protector 


indeed: As ſoon as he had brought 
the People where the Parliament was 
fitting, and when they had expected 
the Word to fall to — — oy and 
take their Heads, ; Cenilemen, ſays he, 
Though I would not care how ſaon this 
Work of Reformation were over ; yet 
in this Ship of the Commonwealth vos
